Action:  As  the  scene  opens  the  char¬ 
acters  enter  through  the  two  doors 
St.  Mary  Grade  School  and  St.  Peter  and 
Paul  Grade  School.  The  action  begins 
with  the  initiation  ceremonies .The  lead¬ 
ing  characters  are  Tom  Thompson  as 
President,  Pat  Moran  as  Secretary,  and 
Dave  Miller,  Treasurer.  The  Freshies 
together  with  their  allies,  the  Juniors, 
hold  a  party  for  the  other  members  of  H. 
C.  H.  The  action  is  carried  along  with 
two  members,  Margaret  Ann  Scheiber  and 
Dave  Miller,  representing  their  class  in 
the  Algebra  contest, and  two  others  find¬ 
ing  a  berth  on  the  Jay-Vee  team.

Again  the  leads  change  hands,  this 
time  Margaret  Scheiber  acting  as  Presi¬ 
dent,  Patty  Mehring,Vice  President,  Nor- 
bert  Miller,  Secretary,  and  Helen  Miller 
as  Treasurer.  They  plunge  immediately 
into  the  spirit  of  the  play,  starting 
v/ith  a  haj^Tride  party.  They  are  swept 
along  on  a  v/ave  of  activity,  sponsoring 
three  Chili  dinners  and  a  skating  party 
for  the  entire  school.  The  hero  of  the 
hour  is  Tommy  Thom.pson  vfho  carries  off 
honors  as  center  on  the  All-State  Cath¬ 
olic  Tourney  team,  and  high  scorer  of 
the  ICHSAii,  tournament.  The  other  boys 
shov/ed  that  they,  too,  "have  what  it 
takes"  and  delivered  a  heartbreaking  de¬ 
feat  to  the  Seniors  in  the  I.  C.  T. 

As  a  climax  to  a  most  successful  act, 
we  have  the  Junior-Senior  reception  held 
at  the  Lafontaine  Hotel,  May  20.  The
